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1 . Applicant's election of Group II in the reply filed on August 25, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 6-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. (New Rejection) 

Lines 3-4 of claim 8 set forth the separator "enveloping the anode". There is no 
support for this language in either the written specification or in the drawings. The 
separator set forth in the present application is merely seen as a flat sheet that 
separates the anode from the cathode and thus only touches the anode on one side 
thereof. 

The languagie in the last two lines of claim 9 is unclear and thus indefinite. This 
language states that one of the plurality of apertures establishes fluid communication 
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between the anode and the electrolyte through the separator. This may be true, 
however, doesn't the frame itself via primarily at least one of the apertures, establish 
fluid communication with the electrolyte because the electrolyte is present on the other 
side of the frame except where the separator contacts one side? 

Finally, does the anode fill up the entire space inside the frame as seen in Figure 
5? This would appear to be the case in view of the written specification and the 
drawings. 

Claim 9, dependent on claim 8, falls therewith.
